Post-War Needs

NEW YORK, Jan. 6—(AP)— 
The world problem of over-sup- 
ply of wheat will be eased but 
not solved by post-war demand 
from hunary countries, the “In- 
dex”. quarterly publication of the 
New York Trust Company, said 
yesterday, 

In a study of world conditions 
affecting wheat the publi cation de- 


clared that steadily accumwiating 
Stocks in the chief w heat-produc ing 
countries—Canada, Australia, Ar- 
Zentina and the United States 
have contributed to upset wheat 
economy, and added 
DOWNWARD TREND 

“It must be kept in mind that 
the withheld amounts of wheat 
normally exported to Europe ac- 
count for only a moderate part o 


the vast surplus- 
consumption has shown a definite 
downward trend in many coun 
tries for more than a generation.” 

In line of a permanent solution 
of the problem the Index suggested 
primary need 
“To distribute the surplus as 
fully as possible at commensurate 
Prices, to eliminate the pressure 
for excessive output and further 
to reduce the wheat acreage.”
